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Illinois Statewide Report of Methicillin-resistant Staphylococcus aureus (MRSA) Bloodstream Infections in Acute Care
Hospitals, NHSN Surveillance Reporting January 1, 2012 - December 31, 2012

As of January 1, 2012, all [llinois hospitals began mandated reporting of blood cultures positive for MRSA using the Center for Disease Control and
Prevention’s National Healthcare Safety Network (NHSN) Multidrug-Resistant Organizm (MDRO) Laboratory-identified (LabID) Event module.

NHSN reporting enables a facility to rely almost exclusively on data obtained from the laboratory and allows the calculation of proxy measures of MRSA
bloodstream events, exposures and healthcare acquisition. This is the first annual Illinois Department of Public Health report for hospital-onset MRSA
positive blood cultures, using data submitted by hospitals to NHSN expressed as Standardized Infection Ratio (SIR).

Standardized Infection Ratio

The standardized infection ratio (SIR) and corresponding 95% confidence intervals for each LabID event type is calculated for facilities reporting
Healthcare Facility Onset (HO) Incidence Rate of MRSA data to NHSN. The SIRs use risk models to determine the predicted number of MRSA infections
based on the baseline data (referent population, 2010-2011 Inpatient facility-wide NHSN surveillance data), adjusting for significant risk factors. A
comparison of the actual number of HO incident cases with the predicted number of infections is the SIR for that hospital. Three factors were found to be
significant in predicting HO MRSA bacteremia LabID incidence: medical school affiliation, facility bedsize, and CO MRSA bacteremia prevalence rate. This
data represents the first twelve months of reporting of MRSA to NHSN, and establishes an annual baseline of MRSA incidence at the facility level.

2 The Standardized Infection Ratio (SIR) is a summary measure used to compare the actual number of MDRO events reported with the standard
population. It is the observed number of infections divided by the predicted number of infections.

b Please note that the predicted number of infections does not mean that you expect to get an infection when you are hospitalized.

< If the predicted number of infections is less than 1.00, the SIR is not calculated because it does not meet the minimum requirement for precision.

d The 95% confidence interval for a hospital’s standardized infection ratio (SIR) is the range of possible SIRs within which there is 95% confidence that
the real SIR for that hospital lies. If the number of observed infections is less than 0 and the number predicted is greater than or equal to 1.00, a 95%

confidence interval is reported
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e The lower bound of the confidence interval is calculated only if the infection count is greater than 0.

f Statistical Interpretation of SIR:
- If the 95% confidence interval includes 1.00, the hospital's infection rate is “Similar” (not significantly different) from predicted.
If the SIR is greater than 1.00 and the 95% confidence interval does not include 1.00, the hospital's infection rate is significantly “Higher” than
predicted.
If the SIR is less than 1.00 and the 95% confidence interval does not include 1.00, the hospital's infection rate is significantly “Lower” than
predicted.
